Exporters must surrender 
their foreign exchange pro- 
ceeds for deposit certificates, 
which are negotiable in the 
market, while importers are 
permitted to bring in trade- 
able goods with their own for- 
eign exchange, or certificates 
bought from the authorised 
market. 


Importers, however, are re~ 
quired to| apply for an import 
licence before signing uny pur- 
chase contract. 


Specially permitted imports 
may only be handied hy State- 
owned concerns. Those include 
aircraft and spare parts, motor 
cara, radio sets, tobacco and 
photograph and clnema equip- 
ment.

It is the 
stated policy of the British 
government to implement this 
progressively throughout our 
colonial territories, and the 
hard lesson has been learned 
that where difficulties, how- 
‘ever real. have slowed this 
down, indigenous peoples in 
the post-war era have forced 
the issue by demanding com- 
plete independence. , 

As a correspondent remark- 
ed in the “Sunday Herald." 
Hong Kong needs not only 
military strength but psy- 
chological defence. If our vast 
Chinese majority feel that 
the authorities here care noth- 
ing about their welfare, and 
are opposed to letting them 
share in the conduct of public 
affairs, they may easily fall 
prey to Communist pro- 
paganda from across the 
border. After all, it can be 
said, the new regime appar- 
ently about ta achieve com- 
plete control of China is of 
their own race, and for the 
time being at least seems will- 
ing to allow private enter- 
prise to continue as before. 

These ideas are already be- 
ing widely disseminated in the 
Colony, and it is foolish to 
ignore them. Many people 
are coming out openly for the 
Communists, and certain 
publicists are “gradually 
changing their tune. It is to 
be hoped that Mr. A. \V. Alex- 
ander will take notice of these

“What do we want?” the Car- 
dinal asked in. his sermon, “from 
tho Year of the Blessed Virgin?

The Pntriarchate, which hitherto 
had been as insignificant os tho 
candice under the bushel, had be- 
come o leading light all over the 
world. Its historic porition and 
significance, however, is not the 
only one, namely, the Propngation 
of Enstern Christianity which had 
turned its back on Rome and be- 
came fossilised in its dogmatic 
development, but a new and im- 
portant support for the ambitions 
at home ond abroad of the God- 
less, Communist Government of 
the USSR. In conncctlon with 
the statute of 1046, which almost 
meant a kind of concordate in the 
mutual relations of Church and 
State, the famous article 124 of 
the Stalin Constitution of the 
USSR has. undergone no change. 
Article 124 says: “In order to 
ensure the Iberty of mind of 
the Citizen, the existing Church 
In the USSR is separated from 
the State, and the School from 
the Church. The liberty of all 
citizons to exercise religious cults, 
3 well as the freedom of anti- 
religious propaganda, is accepted.” 
When at the synod the Russian 
Orthodox Church accepted the 
new statute, which includes arti 
clo 124 of the Stalin Constitution, 
this was really the complete 
triumph of the atheistic State 
power over tho Church, because 
the Orthodox Church abandoned 
the resistance it had hitherto 
shown, accepting not only as oO 
fact, but as binding Inw, Sovict 
legisistion in Church affairs as 
the basis of its constitution, Rus-

Mr. Morrison accused Mr. 
Churchill of downright dishonesty 
in “misrepresenting my speech at 
Woodford last Saturday.”

The bank {s the Rutgers Uni- 
versity Serological Museum, 
headed by Professor Alnn A. Boy- 
den, Professor of Zoology. For 24 
years he has been comparing and 
classifying the blood of many 
animals, insects, birds and fish. 

Differences in blood have 
meaning just like differences in 
skeletons, skins, and feathers. 
The proteins in blood and wody 
tissues differ in cach speeles of 
life, and each order of life.

New York, June 5. 

The 4,900-ton freighter Ex- 
mouth ‘today collided with an 
unidentified ship at the ent- 
rance to the Delaware River, 
but the Coast Guard reported 
that dense fog and poor radio 
communication veiled the full 
story. 


The Coast Guard said the second 
ship was tentatively ‘Identified as 
the Greek steamer Hellenic 
Beach, but stressed that, under 
the circumstances, Identity wus 
not at.all complete. 


The collision tore a gaping six- 
by-10-foot hole in the starboard 
side of the Exmouth and the ship 
anchored later with a 15-degree 
Uist, 


Two men aboard the Exmouth 
were injured. One report sald 
the second ship received only 
minor damages and proceeded on 
her way, but Coast Guard sources 
said usually in such collisions 
both ships suffered heavy damage. 


Agents for the 7,200-ton Greek, 
freighter Hellenic Beach informed 
the Coast Guard it was their ship 
which had collided with the Ex- 
mouth. The Greck ship was 
bound from Philadelphia to Bal- 
tlmore when the collision occurred 


where it Is expected to dock to- 
night. N

Washirigton, June 6. 

The U.S. Army has ‘found 
that while there’s water, water 
everywhere in the Arctic Win- 
ter—in the form of ice and 
snow— it's difficult to convert 
ft for drinking purposes. 

Lieutenant Colonel G. L. Orth 
af the Army Medics! Corps suys 
it takes more thun six hours a 
day and a half gallon of precious 
gmsoline to melt suflicient snow 
and ice to provide one man with 
no day's supply of water while on 
fleld manoeuvres at 50 degrees 
belew zero. 

“Quantities of water required 
for drinking are nearly the same 
In the Arctic as in the Texnperate 
zone," he reported in the "Mill- 
tary Surgeon”. “It was startling 
to find that a member of u tank 
crew in Arctic temperature must 
he supplied with from three tv 
six litres of water a day. 

“Canteens, even if Milled at 2 
water point, must be carried un- 
der the ‘outer clothing to remain 
Ino Auld state. How many 
peta nanan carry under his 

rea?"
